There has recently been some chat regarding buying and selling over 
the net, and I'd like to add another comment and stir the pot. 


I recently encountered a situation in which a vendor listed a 
number of items for sale. Included in the note was a comment that he 
would be at a particular hamfest. I made a serious offer on one of 


the items. The reply was that he really did not want to ship the unit 
in question, and it would be held for me, but I would have to 

come to the fest (about 600 miles distant) or meet at some rendezvous 

equally distant. I would add that the unit was an rx and speaker of a 
size similar to units that I have shipped many times. 


I guess the problem I have with this is that the expectation of 
scoring a nice item is a tangible delight, which makes it all the more 
disappointing when the conditions of delivery are for all practical 
purposes impossible. I would urge that all vendors make it very clear 
up front whether they are willing to ship an item or not. Ina 

mixed group of items, the policy should be described for each 

item. This saves time and conflict on all sides.

Chuck Hawley wrote about heating Litz wire and plunging it into cold 
methanol to remove the insulation. My answer to him might interest the 
group. 


The old, original Litzendraht wire usually had silk or cotton covered 
wires with a little shellac or simple lacquer insulation. This comes 
off easily. The hot copper into methanol produces a little formaldehyde 
if I remember correctly (catalytic oxidation). It does leave the copper 
surface relatively clean. 


The Formvar and other new insulations on magnet wire are really tough. 
I often scrape with a knife edge but even this takes a lot of work. 
These new insulations are what allow small motors to run hotter safely.

I did some searching this afternoon to see if anyone still manufactures 
carbon composition resistors. I found two US companies: Ohmite and Xicon 
Passive Components (Mouser distributes these. Xicon also makes high 
voltage electrolytic capacitors [450 volt max.]). 


The interesting thing is that the voltage ratings on these carbon 
composition resistors is the same as that of carbon film and metal film 
resistors - 250 volts for 1/4 watt units, 350 volts for 1/2 watt units, and 
500 volts on 1 watt units. 


I have not forgotten about writing about resistor aging, but it may be a 
few more days.

Hi! 


It's long been my understanding that voltage ratings on the new 
film-type resistors are not dreadfully smaller than that of composition 
types of similar wattage. 

I wonder if some folks might be thinking this is voltage *xtox xground.* 
(Barry knows better but he is also unlikely to suspect others would be 
unsure--me, I'm muddled enough that it seems a reasonable wrong guess). 
But no; the rating is the max allowable voltage xacrossx the resistor. 
(Umm, the resistor mfrs do like to think we're not mounting them mashed up 
against the chassis--this impairs the dissapation anyhow). The resistor 
does not care if it's umpty-bump squijillion begavolts (known to us in the 
trade as “enough to throw you across the room") above ground, so long as 
it's not seeing more than rated voltage xacrossx itself. 

This strikes me as a non-problem; it's a good idea to be very generous 
with dissipation ratings and stingy with drop across resistors anyhow. 
Many manufacturers of ham gear were starry-eyed optimists, and original 
designs are quite often marginal. 


While I happen to like the familiar old brown resistors with no funky 
bumps on the ends, truth is the new kinds are better (up to 50Mc at 
least): quieter, more stable with time and temperature, and usually closer 
to the marked value. And they're still sort of brown. Except the 1% 
metal film ones, which some comedian decided ought to be screamin' blue, 
like we wouldn't notice the extra color band otherwise. (And now even 
some RN55D types are that color, instead of restful green!)

I have a fairly large selection of reference books that are a great 
help when working with my bunch of BAs. Two of the more useful tomes 
make up a set called the Electronic Components Handbook. They are by 
Henney and Walsh and were published in 1957. Whenever I want to 

know more about a specific component's construction or behavior the 
first place I turn is one of these volumes. That said, the chapter 
on resistors spans 56 pages and says the following about composition 
resistor aging and failure (abridged version): 


Stability. Poor. The actual value of a composition resistor at any 
particular time in life depends on its body temperature, the voltage 
across it, the moisture it retains in its body and its previous 
history. 


Composition resistors increase in resistance in humid atmospheres. 
This is because moisture causes expansion of the resistor material 
and separation of the conducting particles. 


High temperature maintained for long periods has a seriously 
detrimental effect on composition resistors. This is probably due 
to decomposition of the binder used to hold the carbon granules 
together. 


Do not use them in any circuit in which a long-term permanent 
resistance change of plus or minus 10% or more from the initial 
value cannot be tolerated. Do not fail to observe the rules 

for derating (from MILSPEC), both for high ambient temperatures 

and for increasing life under moderate temperatures. A safe 

rule for making longer life more probable is to derate all resistors 
by one half. 


Netting it out - it isn't surprising that our BAs are full of off 
value and open resistors. 


Recommendations: When replacing - go with the next higher wattage 

if the resistor dissipates any appreciable power. Keep the unit dry - 
keeping it on is probably the most effective way to do this (not so 
good for other reasons). Oviously, garages and basements, two of 

our favorite storage spots, tend to be bad from the humidity 


angle. The book notes that some changes due to humidity can be 
reversible once the part has dryed out Make sure resistors are 
positioned so convection can carry the heat away efficiently. 


Switch to metal film. They are more fragile and more expensive 
but appear to be superior in most other ways. 


Last - if you ever run across the Electronic Component Handbook 
set - buy it! It's great for answering this sort of question. 
Obviously with 56 pages, the above just barely touches the subject. 
Now I'm going to turn off the computer and fall asleep reading 
about vibrators.

Greetings, Troops. 


I hesitate to bring up the two dirty words ("sxlid stxte") in the world of glow 

bottles, but I need some info on some BIG honkin' silicon rectifiers that I want 
to use in a BIG boatanchor rig's plate supply; like, a 4-1000A final amp running 
about 4000 volts on the plate, with 304TL modulators. I would have liked to use 

872A, 8008, of 575 mercury tubes, but there are 3 problems with that particular 

plan. First, have you priced those critters lately? Merc tube costs (not to 


mention the sockets) are like the National deficit... WHEN you can find them. 
Second, there's no room left inside of the rig for mercury rectifier tubes and 
the associated filiment transformers... and I'm building in a SIX FOOT RACK! 


Finally, I already have an even dozen of these silicon monsters, and the price 
was right. 


I only have two of the rectifier stacks that the supply was originally designed 
around, so it makes a lot of sense to modify for this windfall; eventually, I'd 
have to convert to a different rectifier anyway, so it might as well be now. 


The rectifiers are about the same size and shape as medium sized doorknobs, with 
a #10 stud on one side, and a #10 hole tapped into the other; they screw 
together quite nicely for series stacking. They came out of a big 3 phase supply 
of unknown purpose; some sort of scientific equipment. The supply's transformer 
was a big air cooled job, heavy enough to rupture TWO men at once! The snubber / 
transient suppression network capacitors in the supply were rated at 20 KV. If 
the ratings on these rectifiers are as hairy as I suspect, I should be all set 
on spares for the life of the rig. I haven't been able to find data on them 
anywhere. All I really need are the PIV and continuous current figures.

The voltage rating relating to the case insulation of a resistor is 
called the dielectric withstanding voltage. It is often measured by 
placing the resistor in a V-shaped slot in a metal bar and determining 
how much voltage on the leads it takes to "punch through" the 
insulation. For most small wattage resistors, this voltage is at least 
twice the rated operating voltage xacross* the resistor. 


My thanks also go to Richard Duell for posting an article on carbon 
composition resistor aging. I hope everyone reads it carefully as it is 
a really great summary. I still plan to do some hand waving and such in 
a day or two and go into a little more detail on why composition 
resistors age based on their basic physical properties.

Check this info in a tube manual before relying on it, because I have been 
out of it for a while. But: 


I think the 5AR4 has an indirectly-heated cathode rather than a filament. 
The other 5_4 rectifiers have filaments. The difference is that the 5AR4 
doesn't begin to conduct until the load tubes are ready to sink current (in 
other words, the B+ has a slow warm-up feature), and the 5AR4 has a higher 
voltage drop (on the order of 40V if I recall correctly, instead of 
10-15V). 


This means that if you replace a 5AR4 with another 5_4 type, the B+ may be 
too high either (1) at start-up before the load tubes begin to conduct and 
drop the voltage or (2) all the time, because of the lower drop. If the 
filter capacitors can take it, it is probably all right to substitute. But 
look the circuit over for other overvoltage weaknesses before you do it. 


As a side point, modifying Dynaco Stereo 70 audio amplifiers is complicated 
by this very concern. 


Hope this helps.

My hat is off to Charles K3ICH for another fine article in the 
July 1997 issue of ER titled "Oh No, Not Another Product 
Detector Article!!!". Those ER readers may remember another 
great article for the CE 100V users back a little while ago 
(#88) . 


Over the last two days I have had the opportuinity to give ICH's 
product detector a try in my 75A2. All I can say is that boy 
does it work nice. For those none ER readers this modification 
is very easy and involves replacing the BFO 6BA6 tube with a 
pentagrid 6BE6 (They both are 7pin mini). A few components are 
removed and/or replaced and some minor wiring changes and all is 
reversible for the purest. 


For those who are considering performing this modification to 
their 75A2 or 75A3 please be aware that an >>> error exists <<< 
in the schematic shown in figure 2 (page 37). The rewire of the 
CW-AM-FM switch S3 indicates the that the pole wire is broke on 
the AGC (AVC) portion of S3. This is not correct! Leave the 
pole wire alone and disconnect the wire that connects to the CW 
terminal (left side on schematic - connects to junction of 
R55/R56). Jumper all three terminals together (CW, AM and FM) 
as shown in figure 2. If you disconnect the pole wire of S3 you 
are disabling AVC altogether. This is just the opposite of what 
is desired! 


Another interesting thing that K3ICH did was he connected a new 
5pF capacitor in series with the original C-92 10pF cap. I'm 
not sure why he did this, since the new equivalent would be 
3.33pF, and there isn't any empty terminal strip positions 
around to tie the two caps together. Thus, it kind of forces a 
person to tie the caps in series in mid-air, Not a clean or 


sound practice. When I did this mod I simply removed the old 
10pF mica cap and replaced it with a smaller 5pF mica and all 
seems to be well in Product Detector land. Audio levels match 
nicely between the PD and old diode detector using just a 5pF 
cap. 


Just before I attempted this I tryed using a Central Electronics 
Sideband Slicer on my A2. I was very disappointed to say the 
least. It is sure nice being able to switch over to CW or SSB 
and not have to fool with the RF gain control. Plus having AVC 
and an S-meter on CW/SSB is also a plus. 

Try it, you'll like it!
